Hur- 
riedly dressing, Page p eded to the home 
of the McGlincys and herrified to find 
the body of McGlincy lying in an outhouse 
in a pool of blood. Entering the house he 

ound the bodies of James Wells, who had 
Deen shot; Mrs. McGlincy and her daughter, 
+ \o had been stabbed to death by the as- 
ga uin, and the hired man and girl, who had 
beef hacked to death with a hatchet. 

Thy interior of the rooms where the 
bodies of the victims lay were bespattered 
with blood and there was every evidence 
to show that the dead had made a desper- 
ate struggle for their lives.

That 
such a faction is counted among the 
political assets of the goldbugs shows 
bofh their desperation and the big stake 
they play for. 


THE BOYCOTT IN MILWAUKEE. 

There are unmistakable evidences that 
the striking ex-employes of the Mil- 
waukee street car lines have the sym- 
pathy of the overwhelming majority of 
the people of that city. 

The strike has now lasted nearly a 
month, and for the last two weeks the 
street car companies have been run- 
ning almost empty cars. Such a boy- 
cott is certainly legitimate. When the 
sympathy of people for an oppressed 
class of workingmen is such that they 
will consent to inconvenience themselves 
to make an effective protest against the 
oppressors, there is nothing in either 
statutory or moral law to condemn them. 
Carrying the boycott to the extent of 
refusing to have any relations with 
those who maintain business relations 
with the companies is another question. 

And that is the question which now 
seriously agitates Milwaukee. An organ- 
ization known as the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association, the member- 
ship of which includes a percentage of 
the business men of the city, has pub- 
licly denounced the boycott. This action 
is indorsed by the Milwaukee Mayor. On 
the other hand, such representative 
bodies as the Liberal Club, Balmfrei,’ 
Vorwaerts, the North Side Turnverein 
and the Central Committee of the People’s 
Party have denounced the Mayor and 

e Merchants and Manufacturers’ As- 
suciatiom . 

In the mé@antime the boycott of the 
street railway lines continues. It is clear 
that the strikers have the public with 
them. But it was a railway magnate 
who once said, The public be damned.”

THE SUGAR BOUNTY DECISION. 

In deciding that the sugar bounties 
must be paid, the Supreme Court has 
ignored the question of the constitu- 
tionality of laws providing for bounties 
to sugar growers. It has merely decided 
that certain claims upon the Treasury 
for acts done in good faith and in com- 
pHance with the provisions of the Mo- 
Kinley and Wilson tariff bills are valid 
and ought to be settled. 

This leaves the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the bounty system un- 
settled as far as the Supreme Court is 
concerned. It is a pity that the Court 
did not make a ruling on this, because, 
although the Wilson tariff act put a 
stop to the bounty system for a time, 
it is certain that the Republicans, if they 
get the chance, will revive the system 
with other features of “McKinleyism.

“The Light ef Asia’s” Auther Describes 
the Cathedral Scene. 


LONDON, May 27.—Sir Edwin Arnold, in 
his dispatch to the Daily Telegraph, de- 
scribes the Cathedral of the Assumption, 


in which the coronation of the Czar took 
place. Sir Edwin says: 

The edifice is minute, but its inner glories 
and sanctities are such that you feel as if 
— were standing at the heart of some 

To feel, how- 
ever, as the devout Russian feels in this 
astonishing place, you must know something 
of the overwhelmingly hallowed associations 
clustering around it.

What the Presbyterian Commit- 
tee on Conference Says. 


RESOLUTIONS PRESENTED. 


There Is Also a Minerity Report With 
Recemmendatiens, by Dr. Geo. 
Baker of Philadelphia. 


BARATOGA, N. T., May 27.—The place 
where the next Presbyterian General As- 
sembly will be held will be decided to-mor- 
row. The places under consideration are 


Petoskey, Mich.; San Francisco; Winona, 
Minn., and 
At the 9 the morning session to- 
day Judge Wiltzon of Philadelphia moved 
that the report of the Committee on Con- 
ference with Theological Seminaries, in or- 
der to —— them into closer relations with 
the Assembly, be at once distributed to 
give opportunity for more deliberation. 
4 following is a summary of the re- 


As a result of conference and correspond- 
ence, Princeton, Omaha and Dubuque Sem- 
inaries and Lincoln University in Pennsyl- 
vania have literally or substantially adopt- 
ed in whole or in part the recommendation 
of the Assembly, looking to seminary con- 
trol by the Assembly, and have either tak- 
en steps to secure — legislation 
or expressed their willingness to do 80. 
The estern Theological Seminary at Al- 
legheny has agreed io endeavor to obtain 
a general law which would accomplish the 
same end and has appointed a committee 

The other seminaries, 

Auburn and San Fran- 

to consider the action 
taken last year. 3 

The plan of the committee has in view an 
@fective, practical and constitutional meth- 
od of safeguarding the teaching and prop- 
erty of the seminaries.”’ 

The report says: The plan is wise and 
legal, and it in no manner directly or in- 
directly imperils. existing trusts or involves 
any semina in litigation, but commends 
itself as the method yet dévised to per- 
manently secure the teaching and property 
of seminaries to the Presbyterian Church. 


In reply to the objections offered by Au- 
burn and San Francisco Seminaries that 
the proposed action would involve a change 
in the tenure of management of their prop- 
erty, it is stated that such was not the 
intention of the Assembly. 

In reply to those which say that the plan 
of tne Assembly is substantially contained 
in their present charters, it is said: There 
can be no valid, legal or other -objections 
to expressly stating in each charter what 
is thus conceded to be there by implication, 
history o~ in spirit.“ 

The report continues: The sole purpose 
of the plan approved by the General As- 
sembly of 1895 was to settle for all time 
any question touching the denominational 
character of each of the seminaries. Your 
committee further believes that the time 
has come in the history of the church, in 
view of her experience of the past, and 
the necessity for such provision as will be 
for the future safeguarding of her teaching 
and property and in order to have the full- 
est confidence on the part of the member- 
ship of the church, to have it definitely 
decided what seminaries are distinctively 
Presbyterian and in full accord with the 
General Assembly.“ 

The legislation to be asked for should be 
permissive and not mandatory, and should 
specifically define the powers and privi- 
leges to be granted to ‘the General As- 
sembly to the end that it may exercise the 
powers and privileges granted and defined 
and no others.“ 5 

Princeton sem Mary has presented drafts 
of two proposed laws to be submitted to 
the Legislature of New Jersey, and the 
committee recommends the adoption of the 
sijorter one, adding: “It is 1 to 
say, however, that either of the bills may 
confer upon the assembly more power than 
it has asked from the seminaries.” ~- 

The report concludes thus: “The General 
Assembly now exercises certain powers over 
all of the seminaries in ecclesiastical rela- 
tionship with it. In view of the experience 
of the church with the compact of 1870 
‘eranen the assembly a veto power upon 
the appointment of seminary professors) and 
to the end that no question can be hereafter 
raised touching the legality of that compact 
and the right of the assembly to act there- 
under and to enforce the same, it is the 
opinion of your committee that until the 
said compact of 1870 shall be made legal and 
effective by charter provision to the satis- 
faction of the assembly, it is inexpedient 
for the assembly to exercise any of the 
powers alleged to have been conzerred upon 
t by said compact.” 


The committee presented three resolutions 
for adoption: 

First—This General Assembly reaffirms the 
action of the assembly of 1895, and, in view 
of the importance of the interest involved, 
declares that in its judgment the plan ap- 
proved by the — ged of 1895 should be 
substantially adopted by all the semi- 
naries. 

Second—Until the compact of 1870 shall 
be made legal and effective to the satisfac- 
tion of the assembly by each seminary; the 
assembly deems it expedient to suspend the 
exercise of the wer alleged to have been 
conferred upon it by said compact over any 
seminary failing within a reasonable time 
to so make said compact legal and effecttve. 

Third—That the committee be discharged 
from further services. 

This report is signed on behalf of the 
committee by Dr. Mutchmore, Chairman. 

A minority report, signed by Dr. George 
Baker of Philadelphia, recommended the 
compact of 1870, the concurrent resolution 
No. 9, of the assembly of 1869, in reference 
to synodical or assembly control of semi- 
naries, and that all acts of the assembly 
granting powers of self-control to semi- 
naries be rescinded. It is also recommend- 
ed that the legislation be formulated 
which shall put into effect the assembly 
constitutional and charter rights over 
Princeton, Western, McCormick, Danville, 
Dubuque, Newark and Omaha Seminaries, 
and Auburn, Lane and San Francisco Semi- 
naries be requested to grant the same 
rights to the assembly. 


The report contains an addendum in re- 
8 to the property of Union Seminary 
n New York, which concludes as follows: 

“We deem it inexpedient to recommend 
the General Assembly at the present time 
to enter into any contest in the matter of 
the endowments property of the seminary, 
choosing, rather to leave the whole matter 
to the honor and stewardship of those now 
in charge.“ ;
